On League of Nations--50 
Democratic Legislators 
Offer to Resign if Sena- 
tor Reed Will, and Run 
for Re-election With the 
League as Issue. 


Jefferson City, Mo., March 
Fifty democratic members of the 
Missouri legislature today offered 
to resign if Senator James A. Reed, 
democrat from Missouri, would re- 
sign from the United States senate. 
The legislators then propose to run 
for re-election, as they suggest Reed 
should do, to force a popular vote 
in Missouri on the league of nations, 

Fifty of the 67 democratic mem- 
bers of the legislature recently 
passed resolutions demanding that

_Senator Reed resign because of his 


opposition to President Wilson's 
Program. The challenge of the leg- 
islature today came after a series of 
conferences in which they decided 
to throw down the gauntlet to the 
senator and at the same time at- 
tempt to show that the people of 
Missouri indorse the president’s plan 
for a league of nations. 

As an alternative it was suggest- 
ed the democratic state committee 
call a convention of representative 


democrats from every county in the 
State to give indorsement to the 
president and his aims; to denounce 
Senator Reed and te wring about a 
reorganization of the party in the 
State if conditions are found to jum- 
tify it. 

The result of the conferences was 
announced by Representative Chan- 
cellor, of Barton county, who said 
the other representatives who voted 
for the resolutions had informed him 
they stood ready to resign if Sena- 
tor Reed would do so and submit 
the issue to the voters of their re- 
spective districts, 

Senator Reed was assailed from 
the floor of the house of repre- 
sentatives late today by Represent- 
atives F. M. Norman and C. M. Ead- 
wards, democrats, 

“I do not know whether I have 
been of any service to the state as 
a representative,’ ’said Norman, “but 
I believe I know of no greater serv- 
ice we could perform if the senator 
will tender his resignation than to 
tender our resignations to the gov- 
ernor and go before the people of 
Missouri on this issue. We could 
then get rid of what has been a nui- 
Sance in this state for some six 
years.”

today made public letters he said 
he had received from St. Louis at- 
torneys indorsing the action of the 
conference’ in calling upon Senator 
teed to resign.

REED 1S DENOUNCED = 


~ BY MRS. CARRIE CATT 


St. Louis, Mo., March 21.—The or- 
ganization of a union of national 
scope which will unite the women 


of the country for effective action 
in carrying out legislative pro- 
grams in the interests of women 
will be the important work of the 
jubilee convention of the National 
Women’s suffrage convention which 
opens here Monday. 

This announcement was made by 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi- 
dent, who arrived with the van- 
guard of the convention today. Ys 

“It is all hypothetical as yet, 
Mrs. Catt said, “but one idea is to 
pattern it after our own form of 
government with two_ houses, the 
upper and lower, the higher house 
to be composed of delegates who 
have full suffrage powers, the lower 
of those who. have no suffrage pow- 
ers. The status vf the delegates 
from partial suffrage states will be 
disposed of later. 

“This organization would concen- 
trate its attention upon congress, 
state legislatures and boards of al- 
dermen, for these are the law- 
making bodies.. The purpose would 
be to sweep out of the way certain 
relics of antiquity, neglected de- 
tails in the laws which- while they 
do not oppress women as 4 whole 
do injustice to a minority unable 
to defend themselves. 

“Kor example, there are laws such 
as one in Florida making the are 
of consent ten years, which ought 
to be revised upward: more nearly 
to approximate that of Wyoming, 
where it is 18 years, and in Louisi- 
ana a mother has no claim upon her 
children, while in Illinois she is 
equal guardian.” Mrs. Catt bitter- 
lv denounced United States Senator 
James A. Reed for his opposition to 
the proposed league of nations. 

“Senator Reed’s opposition to the 
league is a strong argument that 
it will and should be adopted,” she 
said. “His influence is almost lim- 
ited to his own vote.” 

Others who denounced Reed were 
Anna Howard Shaw and Miss Mary 
Garrett Hay. second vice president 
of the association. 


Big Dry Reservoirs. 


(From Popular Mechanics.) 

Were it not for the fact that the 
I’nited States has been engaged in 
the greatest of world wars, the 
building of the five dry reservoirs, 
as part of a flood-prevention plan 
in the Miami valley, would arrest 
the attention of the nation. Further 
than that, international construc- 
tion experts would be watching the 
work with considerable interest, be- 
cause the project is by far the great- 
est of its kind ever attempted in 
this country. The plan, of course, 
is to insure nermanent protection to 
the more than 700,000 inhabitants 
living in the Miami conservancy 
district, a region following closely 
the Miami river, an important but 
not navigable waterway which 
threads its wav through southern 
Ohio counties. The cost is estimated 
at $20,000,000. More than 2,000. men 
are required to complete the con- 
struction work, and three years as 
a minimum is the length of time 
estimated as necessary to carry out 
the designs of the district. Five 
huge retention basins, or dry reser- 
voirs, are being constructed. all of 
them now well under way. To con- 
struct anv one of these dams means 
the digging, transporting, deposit- 
ing and compacting of from 850,000 
to 4.000.000 cubic yards of earth. 
For the Miami river channel the es- 
timate is 4,000.900 cubie yards. Dams 
and river together will mean the ex- 
cavation and transportation in al) 
of some 13,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth. 

The flood-conservancy project con- 
sists of the dry-reservoir system, 
which, once constructed, will oceupy 
five different tracts of land in the 
district. At unusual periods of high 
water it is designed to permit all 
overflow water to run into these 
basins. They will be so stoutly con- 
structed that they cannot break un- 
der pressure of millions of gallons 
of water. The river channel, thus 
relieved of the additional burden of 
high water, will not be threatened, 
and the customary danger of banks 
breaking or overflowing is entirely 
eliminated. 


CHAMBERLAIN ATTACK 
ANSWERED BY BAKER 


Yuma, Ariz., March 21.—Sacretary 
Baker, who is on an inspection tour 
of army camps, replying to charges 
made yesterday in Washington by 
Senator Chamberlain, chairman of 
the senate military affairs commit- 
tee, that the secretary was und2r 
the influence of reactionaries op- 
posed to changes in the army court- 
martial system, said that the sena- 
tor himself caus2d to be enacted the 
system he is attacking. 

Secretary Baker’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“I cannot. permit myself to be 
drawn into a newspaper controver- 
sy with Senator Chamberlain about 
officers of the army to whom I hold 
an official relation, and whose con- 
duct I must judge dispassionately 
and upon all the evidence I can 
obtain. 

“That duty its mine, and not Sena- 
tor Chamberlain's, and I shall per- 
form it, unbiased and unhurried by 
abuse or agitation. 

“It is important, however, to note 
that the system of courts-martial 
and of military justice which the 
senator attacks, is one which he 
himself caused to be enacted in 1916. 
when it was presented by m2 as a 
reform and moderation of the pre- 
viously existing irregularities. 

“It is also importafit to note that 
the amendment which I sent to 
Senaig@r Chamberlain, as chairman 
of the military affairs committee 
of the senate, more than a vear ago, 
and more than a vear before the 
occasion for the present discussion, 
has, as far as I know, n2ver even 
been presented by him to the mili- 
tary affairs committee for consider- 
ation.” \ 


VICTORY LIBERTY LOAN 
LAST POPULAR LOAN 


Chicago, March 21.—Secretary 
Glass in several appearances here 
before liberty loan organizations, fi- 
nanciers, editors and publishers to- 
day gave assurance that the fifth, 
the Victory Liberty Loan, would be 
the last popular loan: to be sup- 
planted by a bond bureau of the 
treasury department, and confident- 
ly predicted fhat the _ American 
people will make it the greatest suc- 
cess in the financial history of the 
world. 

“The Victory Liberty Loan should 
be subscribed by the people from 
their savings and earnings,” said 
the secretary in one address, adding 
that the peanle in one way or anoth- 
er must meet the government’s ob- 
ligations. 

“Thev may on the one hand lend 
to their government and receive 
their capital with interest,” he con- 
tinued, “or the government will 
have to raise funds by direct taxa- 
tion which takes awav the funds en- 
tirelvy from the people. 

“The Victory Liberty Loan will 
be the last popular loan. At the 
close of the approaching drive the 
organization which has so success- 
fully conducted the government’s 
war financing will be disbanded 
Such further financing as we find 
necessary will be conducted through 
a bond bureau which will be created 
in the treasury department.” 

The secretary said that he was 
looking forward to a speedy read- 
justment of conditions “and trust 
that before the middle of April that 
readjustment will be so far effected 
that the flotation of the victory loan 
will have hut small effect on the 
money market.

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NAVY HURRIES PLANES 


FOR ATLANTIC. FLIGhT 


Washington, March 21.—Prepara- 
tions for the attempted flight of a 
Navy seaplane across the Atlantic 
ocean this spring are going steadily 
ahead at the navy department and 
while officials decline to discuss 
them there is a possibility the start 
may be hastened. 

Information has reached the de- 
partment that the offer of The Lon- 
don Daily Mail of a prize of $50,000 
for the first successful flight has 


resulted in a number of private 
British concerns planning the at- 
tempt and it is regarded as entire- 
ly probable that competition be- 
tween them may cause the flight 
to be undertaken sooner than had 
been expected. 

It has been announced that the 
navy plane would not begin the 
flight for several weeks, possibly 
not until May, but some officers 
feel that with the plans now fairly 
well advanced, the department 
would not be content to see the 
palm carried off by a foreign ma- 
chine without bending every effort 
to be first in the field. 

It now is generally recognized 
that because of the direction of air 
currents the <American Atlantic 


coast is the only feasible starting 
place for a trans-Atlantic flight. 
This gives the navy department an 
advantage in time, as a British or 
any other European machine would 
have to be transported to this coast 
by steamer and set up here. 

So far as has been made known 
pilots for the navy machine have 
not yet been selected, nor has the 
number been determined. At least 
two will be necessary, as one man 
cannot run an air machine mote 
than a few hours at a time, and as 
the flight will require many hours 
the drivers must have time to rest. 
Some officers believe it would be 
better to have three for this work. 

While the machine that is to make 
the flight is capable of carrying 
fifty passengers for a comparatively 
short distance so much gasoline will 
be required to run the ship that ex- 
tra weight becomes one of the prob- 
lems with which the department ex- 
perts now are engaged. Other plans 
must include that of the best route, 
possible weather conditions and the 
matter of station ships. The route 
most favored now, it is understood, 
is one which will take the machine 
by the Azores, while tentative plans 
call for the stationing of destroy- 
ers at intervals of every 200 miles 
along the course of the flight.

Germany Far From 
Beaten in the East. 


Warsaw, March 21.—Germany, al- 
though defeated in the west, is not 
yet beaten in the east, and if her 
aims in that part of Europe are to 
be frustrated and there is to be 
peace, there must be a strong Po- 
jand, Jan Ignace Paderewski, the 
premier of Poland, declared. 

In outlining the present situation 
in Poland and its relation. to the 
whole European questions, Premjer 
Paderewski said: 

“The importance to the peace of 
Europe of a strong and united Po- 
land cannot be exaggerated. Ger- 
many made war not for honor and 
ideals, but for markets and raw 
material. 
won. Germany is ready to acknowl- 
edge herself beaten in the west, but 
not in the east. 

Germans Count on Russia. 

“The same men who organized the 
present war count on reorganizing 
Russia in their own interests. If 
they do so, they will have an end- 
less supply of labor and material. 
With these reinforcements Germany 
would inevitably stamp her domin- 
ion on. the whole world. Think of 
the .effect on the splendid body of 
America’s highly paid labor if Ger- 
many trained and directed the cheap 
labor of Russia and China. 
could compete with such 
production. 

“What stands in Germany’s way 
is not France or England, which are 
zo far off. Germany is at the gates 
of disorganized Russia and once 
let her combine with the Bolsheviki 
and reorganize Russia, and she will 
have the leisure to do'in peace time, 
and she will dominate the world.

there. The Germans say they are 
considering the appointment of the 
president by Pope Benedict, while 
the entente nations desire the per- 
manent inter-allied armistice com- 
mission to name the presiding offi- 
cer. The supreme council will con- 
sider the Posen situation today and 
will take up measures to be car- 
ried out against the Germans to 
bring about a cessation of hostili- 
ties in the province of Poland. 

Berlin, March 21.—Regarding the 
interruption of the negotiations be- 
tween the Germans and the allied 
commission to Poland at Posen, a 
German semi-official statement says 
the negotiations were interrupted 
because of differences over the com- 
position of the commission to super- 
vise the carrying out of the agree- 
ment, which, according to the allied 
plan would have given the allies a 
majority on the commission, The 
statement adds: 

“The rupture is no loss to German 
interests, because the entente’s mill- 
tary proposals likewise do not sat- 
isfy the German claims.”

It is Stated in the memorial that 
lynching in the south has reached 
its climax; that it would appear that 
the law had lost its sanctity and 
charging that the confession of the 
citizenry that lynching cannot be 
prevented is» but to say that the 
people are incapable of self-govern.- 
ment. Mob law is stamped as anar- 
chy, savagery in its worst form, and 
is contrary to all forms of civilized 
government. 

The memorial concludes by ap- 
pealing to Governor Roberts to give 
his support to the police bill, which 
is primarily designed to suppress 
mob violence in this state. The ap- 
peal is made in the name Of 200,000

PROFESSOR JOHN RICHARDSON. 
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CORPORAL YORK 
BY GEN. PERSHING 


Washington, March 21.—Award of 
the medal of honor, the highest 
military decoration piven by 
government, to Cor- 
poral Alvin C. York, of Pall Mall, 
Tenn., was announced today by the 
war department upon recommenda- 
tion of General Pershing for gal- 
lantry in action. 

General Pershing’s cabled recom- 
mendation, which has been ap- 
proved, was as follows: 

‘It is recommended that the med- 
al of honor be awarded to Corporal 
C. York, Company 328th 
infantry, for conspicuous gallantry 
and intrepidity above and beyond 
the call of duty in action with the 
enemy near Chatel-Chehery, France, 
October 8, 1918. After his platoon 
had suffered heavy casualties ana 
three other non-commissioned offi- 
cers had become casualties, Corpo- 
ral York assumed command. Fear- 
lessly leading seven men he 
charged with great daring a ma- 
chine gun nest which was pouring 
deadly and incessant fire upon his 
platoon. In this heroic feat the 
machine gun nest was taken, to- 
gether with four officers, 
and several guns. Corporal 
has previously been awarded 
distinguished service cross for this 
act, and if this recommendation 1s 
approved, the distinguished service 
cross will be recalled. 

Medal for Private Ward. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 21.—Cal- 
vin J. Ward, private, Company D, 
117th infantry, has been awarded 
the congressional medal of honor for 
conspicuous gallantry in action. Pri- 
vate Ward, on October 8, 1918, dur- 
ing an advance against the enemy 
near Estrees, France, was held up 
with his company by a machine gun 
nest which was enfilading the line. 
Accompanied by a non-commissioned 
officer, he advanced against this 
post and succeeded in capturing the 
nest by killing three men and cap- 
turing seven.

of milk, an average of 26,129.35 
pounds a year.

AMERICANS ARE PAYING 
HIGH PRICES IN FRANCE 


Paris, February 29.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Assoclated Press.) 
Americans are cheerfully paying the 
exorbitant prices charged them for 
necessities in France, while the na- 
tives pay and groan, declared an 


Associated Press correspondent who 


| has been making an investigation of 


I*rench high cost of living. Three 
American newspaper men recently 
paid $2 for a taxieab ride that the 
taximeter showed should cost about 
70 cents. A meal without wine for 
the three hungry scribes cost $20. 

The following figures show the 
difference between the prices now 
prevailing in France and those of 
the ante-war days: 

Butter $2 a pound against 30 cents 
before the war, eggs $2 a dozen VS. 
twenty-two cents, and vegetables 
ranging from fourteen to fifty cents 
a pound could be obtained for four, 
five and six cents previous to the 
war. ' Cheese has advanced from 
forty cents to ninety, coffee from 
forty cents to $1.90. Meat has ad- 
vanced 300 per cent, chickens which 
were sixty cents are now $2, and 
very slim birds at that. 

The cheapest business suit can- 
not be obtained under $50 to which 
must be added $10 as a luxury tax. 
Silk stockings sell for $3 a pair and 
one must be careful to use the sub- 
way as much as possible in order 
not to walk through them on first 
day, especially when the $14 pair of 
shoes which one is wearing absorbs 
dampness like a $4 sponge. Wash- 
ing comes high, with soap at thirty 
cents a cake, and a bath is a luxury. 

Monsieur Jusserand, the French 
ambassador in Washington, has re- 
cently returned after a long absence, 
The collars for which he used to pay 
thirteen francs the dozen now are 
thirty-nine francs fifty in the same 
great shop at which he has been 
trading twenty years, and his six- 
teen franc hat has mounted _ to 
forty. 

Frying a $2 steak for two ina $4 
saucepan is a privilege enjoyed only 
by the rich, and a glass of beer at 
twenty cents plus a five-cent tip to 
the waiter. tastes very 
thirsty wayfarer. 

The laboring class one time 
was eating much rice. But lately 
that commodity reached figures out 
of proportion to the salaries of the 
working man. 

A few days ago Food Minister 
Boret caused the arrest of specula- 
tors who were offering rice for sale 
at forty cents per pound. It turned 
out that the rice has been obtained 
from the food ministry at the legal 
price of sixteen cents a pound, But 
it had had a circuitous journey be- 
fore reaching the consumer, pass- 
ing through six alleged brokers, who 
in turn levied a percentage on the 
rice. They were each fined two 
hundred francs and costs.

aris, February 20.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.) 
A youngster of 10 created a sensa- 
tion in the reading room of the 
Knights of Columbus club in Paris 
recently by appearing before the as- 
sembled Yankee soldiers garbed in 
the uniform of an American ma- 
rine, with two wound stripes and 
three service stripes on his sleeves. 

More than a year ago some of 
the marines were stationed in a 
little French village when a little 
Belgian boy came to their camp. He 
was received with open arms, and 
when he told them the story of how 
his mother and father had passed 
away, they adopted him as the mas- 
cot of the regiment. Jean Moyeaux 
has been with the marines every 
moment since that day when the lit- 
tle refugee, hungry and lonesome, 
reached the camp. 

During two engagements the lit- 
tle Belgian boy was wounded, and 
one of his little legs is crippled. He 
walks with a limp, but he always 
hopes that he will sometime _ be 
able to walk as straight as his 
friend, the corporal. The corporal 
adopted the youngster, and soon he 
was loved by every member of the 
thirteenth regiment. He is a clever 
youngster and in the past year has 
learned much of the ways of the 
American. 

A Knights of Columbus secretary 
gave the little soldier some candy, 
and plied the refugee with ques- 
tions. “Me no Francais, me Belge,” 
said the youngster. “Me like Ameri- 
caine. Spose corporal say, me go to 
American with la regiment. Me no 
talk beacoup Anglais. Me under- 
stand beacoup.” From had to foot 
the young Belgian was garbed in 
the uniform of the mraines. On his 
arm he carried a little raincoat, and 
he displaygd the numerals’ which 
showed that he was a member of the 
gallant thirteenth. 

One of the young men at the 
Knights of Columbus club asked him 
why he did not have sergeant’s 
stripes. ‘‘Corporal he make me one 
uniform now for promenade, When 
me promenade me wear sergeant’s 
suit. Then me boss corporal. My 
fadder and mudder mort now. Cor- 
poral he fadder to me. Will go to 
American with marines.” 

There were tears in the eyes of 
many of the soldier boys who were

JAPANESE SEEK HOLD 


ON LOWER CALIFORNIA 


Washington, March 21.—As a re- 
sult of telegrams from Senator 


Phelan, of California, giving infor- 


mation of a pronosal by Japanese in- 


terests to acquire a large tract of 
land in lower California owned by 
Americans, the state department has 
called the attention of the owning 
corporation, the California-Mexico 
Land company, of Los Angeles, to 
the attitude of the United States 
government toward such sales of 
property which might be used for 
military or naval purposes. 

r It was said at the department to- 
day that the land in question was 
reported to comprise nearly a mil- 
lion acres. The use to which the 
prospective purchasers propose to 
put it is not known here. 

Documents indicating the attitude 
of the government to which the de- 
partment called the Los Angeles 
company’s attention included § the 
Lodge resolution in the sixty-second 
congress and a message by Presi- 
dent Taft, both in the year 1912, and 
which were inspired by a project by 
Japanese fishing interests to estab- 
lish a base on Magdalena bay. 

The Lodge _ resolution declares 
that the sales of property by Amer- 
icans to any nation which might use 
the site as a base to threaten the 
United States could not be seen with- 
out grave concern by the govern- 
ment of the United States. The mes- 
sage of President Taft transmitted 
a report by Secretary Knox in re- 
sponse to a senate resolution, and 
conveyed correspondence between 
the office of the secretary of state 
and a New York lawyer who repre- 
sented a Japanese syndicate which 
sought to purchase land at Magda- 
| lena bay.
